Culhane was also believed to have 
lead the bandits 'Mio raided the Citi­ 
zen 8 Bank of Springfield, Mo., shot 
down a policeman and bank employe 
and escaped with $20,000.

out of Chicago for three years.

ed by mere partisan considerations and did not express the des u* 
of the people, with the result that in the general election Senator 
Kellogg was defeated. 
In a word, the convention chose a candi­ 
date woo was not acceptable- to the people of M innesota, and had 
they chosen differently the result might have been that a republi­ 
can would have* been returned as senator from Minnesota. 
Therefore, what happened in .Michigan and Minnesota in 1922, 
shows thut it is not the method that is of vital importance but how 
that method is used. 
Either can serve the people

But in the end, whatever the primary electron noes in opposition
